The Merrick County Board of Supervisors met Tuesday, October 10, 2023 at 9:05 a.m. in the Supervisors
Room, County Courthouse, Central City, NE, with Kreachbaum, Jarecke, Placke, Dexter, Weller, Kucera,
Wiegert. County Clerk Strobel was also present.

Notice of the meeting was given thereof by publications in the Republican Nonpareil and The Palmer
Journal and the Merrick County Website. Proof of publication is filed in the Clerk’s Office. Copies of
the agenda were given to each Supervisor and kept current and available to the public at the County
Clerk’s Office.

Chairman Wiegert declared the meeting was preceded by publicized notice and having acknowledged and
identified the location of the posting of the current copy of the Open Meetings Act, called the meeting to
order and in open session at 9:07 a.m. Moved Placke, second Dexter to convene as Board of Supervisors
convene as Board of Supervisors at 9:07 a.m. Roll Call: All Ayes

Agenda: Moved Dexter, second Weller to approve the agenda as presented. Roll Call: All Ayes.
Minutes: Moved Placke, second Dexter to approve the minutes from September 26, 2023 as published
with the clarification $12,229.00 will be spent out of the Opioid Recovery Fund and $8,152.14 out of the
General Fund for Region 111 budget request of $20,381.14. Roll Call: All Ayes:

Meeting Reports: Dexter September 28" South Central Economic Development, October 6, Merrick
County Economic Development; Wiegert October 5, Midland Area on Aging in Hastings.

Officials Report: Treasurer Gilg explained the DMV would not be available until further notice in
Merrick County. Gilg also presented a handout stating Inheritance Tax which was collected in Merrick
County from present back to Fiscal Year 2017/2018. Clerk Strobel stated that Deputy Clerk Crouch will
be attending an Election training in Kearney on Wednesday and Clerk Strobel will be attending on
Thursday. The meeting is being led by the Secretary of State with emphasis on the new Voter 1D policy.
Highway Superintendent Kunze informed the board Keith Wichmann will be starting as a truck driver on
Wednesday. All roads’ employees have started using the phone app to clock in and out, in which will save
time on paperwork. Kunze also stated at some point he would like to move his office out to the road’s
facility. He also wants to develop a Sinking Fund for Capital Improvements and get all of the equipment
under a roof in the future. The bridge issue on 4™ Road between P & Q, which is closed to traffic and is
currently looking for a solution. Randy Zmek met with Kunze regarding a drainage issue. Inskip & Grand
Street project is ready for bidding, the engineer is estimating around $360,000, Bader Park $566,000 and
L Road Box culvert $400,000. Vontz Paving will be working on the Chapman Overlay October 18" and
19, Hamilton Highway Superintendent estimated the Bader Park Bridge repair would cost approximately
$1,000,000.00 of which Merrick County portion would be $500,000. Kunze explained the Inskip project
should be in the Roads budget this year, the L Road project would be in next year’s budget and if
possible, use ARPA money for the $566,000 Bader paving project. Two traffic counters have been
received from NIRMA and LTAP. These will be placed on the county highways in phases to get counts
on all of the pavement to help improve the asphalt program. LTAP will be at the shop on Thursday,
October 12 to provide barricade and flagger training. The new GPS system will be installed in the trucks
and pickups. LTAP has a stop sign program that will pay for new stop signs with reflection and posts
beginning of next year. Kunze would like to use the GWORKS technology in the roads program which
would include all sign, bridge and culvert information on the website. Kunze reached out to all of the
county schools for the bus routes in order to concentrate on those routes first this winter. Captain Bauer
informed the board the exterior of the jail had been painted. Two deputy interviews are scheduled for this
week. Bauer asked if the old hospital garage would be available to use for the jail transport vehicle and
unmarked car in order for sheriff’s vehicles not being parked on the street due to upcoming winter
weather. Notification was received last week that all of the goals had been met to be a certified autism
center. Two deputies are going to the SRT training in Camp Dodge, IA. Drug Take Back program will be
held October 18™ thru October 28" for anyone having prescription medications that need to be disposed.
Clerk Magistrate Rodriguez wanted to appear before the board regarding a phone service provided by
Hamilton Telecommunications. Rodrigues was not available. The service would enable an automated
service directing the caller to the correct office. No action was taken at this time.
